2. Novelty and Inventive Step 

The subject matter of claim 1 relates to a cake decorating device, comprising: a base having a 
support pin at a lower surface thereof to be pinned on a cake; a heating unit mounted to the base 
to emit heat; and a displaying unit provided on a vertical wall of the vase to show a previously 
printed message by heat conduction of the heating unit. 

Document D1 cited in the ISR discloses a displaying unit provided on a vertical wall. D2 discloses 
a displaying unit to show a previously printed message by heating. D3 discloses a displaying unit 
with luminous paint. D4 disclose electronic candles which trigger the illumination of birthday 
message. 

However, none of the prior art documents D1-D4 teach or fairly suggest displaying unit provided 
• on a vertical wall of the vase to shpw a previously printed message by heat conduction of the • 
heating unit. Thus, the present invention has an advantage of displaying the message by heat 
conduction compared with the prior arts. 

Therefore, the subject matter of claim 1 is conslderd to be novel and to Involve an inventive step 
and meets the criteria of PCT Article 33(2)-(3). 

Claims 2-8. which are dependent on claim 1, also meet the requirements of PCT Article 33(2)-(3) 
with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

3. Industrial Applicability 

The^subject matter of claims 1-8 is considered to be industrially applicable under PCT Article 
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
